WHALE WAS A FIGHTER 


EXACTED HEAVY PENALTY FOR 


DEATH OF HER CALF. 


Hunters Paid 'Dearly for Blunder of 


Man 
Wfio 
Wielded 
Harpoon- 


Amazing Vlndictiveness Shown 


by Ocean Monster. 


The gray whale, a huge mammal 


that Inhabits the North Pacific ocean,' 
and Is most often found along the 
American coast, particularly in 
the 


Gulf of California, makes so vigorous 
a fight when attacked and Is BO terri- 
•ble an adversary that it is known 
among sailors a« the devil-fish. 


These huge sea mammals are some- 


times a source of much danger to 
peaceful passing boats, having 
the 


same effect as .a cow on a railroad 
track. A vessel bowling along at full 
speed, hitting one of these immense 
bodies a broadside blow is visibly dis- 
turbed, and if the ship Is small and 
weak there is often a wreck. 


It has ulvrays been 'a standing order 


among the whalers that a calf should 
never be injured when the,mother is 
near. Neglect of, this order was once 
the cause of a catastrophe. A fleet 
of thirteen American whaleshlps was 
oft the coast of Lower California, and 
fifty-two boats, four from each ship, 
were out. In some way, in striking 
a large cow whale, a harpoon trans- 
fixed her calf, which was at her side, 
and killed it Instantly. 


The mother quickly satisfied her- 


self that the calf was dead, and then 
turned upon her 
aggressors 
like a 


veritable demon of destruction. 


While carefully avoiding the ex- 


posure of'her body to attack, she 
spread devastation among the flotilla. 
When she arose to the surface It was 
but for a second, to emit an expira- 
tion like the hiss of a lifting safety- 
valve, and at the same Instant to 
destroy a boat or complete the de- 
struction of one already hopelessly 
damaged. Every blow was dealt with 
accuracy and an appearance of pre- 
meditation. The speed of the monster 
was so great that- she appeared al- 
most simultaneously at widely separ- 
ated points. Not content with deal- 
ing one tremendous blow at a boat, 
and reducing it to a bundle of loose 
boards, she attacked the wreckage 
again and again. 


Utter demoralization seized even 


the veterans.' The distance to the 
shore was great, and the huge whale, 
so far from spending her fury, seemed 
only to grow more desperately 
In 


earnest as the work of destruction 
went on. At last two boats succeeded 
In reaching the beach. The crews 
had hardly leaped overboard to run 
their craft up 
wben close behind 


them In the shallow water 
appeared 


their relentless enemy. She was just 
too late. 


Out of the fifty-two boats only two 


escaped undamaged. More than fifty 
men were badly Injured, and six, ono 
of whom was the unfortunate origi- 
nator of the mischief, were killed 
outright.

"With the temperature ranging from 


the boiling point to'a {rigidity of 200 
degrees below zero the same day, tho 
climate of the moon U too uncertain 


I for any hu*nan being, no matter how 
j many changes of clothing he has." 


This was the remark of Prof. F. R. 


Moulton, assistant instructor In as- 
tronomy at the University of Chicago, 
in an address at the Chicago Hebrew 
institute. 


"Nothing lives on the moon," he 


said. "Any animal would be frozen to 
death in one hour. and scorched to 
death in another. A day on the moon 
is twentyrelght and one-hall of our 
normal days. 


"It Is believed by superstitious peo- 


ple that the moon has an effect upon 
the weather, the seasons and the 
crops. The earth Is virtually inde- 
pendent of the moon. The satellite 
furnishes light at night, but no heat 
worth mentioning, and has nothing to 
do with storms and changes ot tem- 
perature."

WILL BE DEADLY FOE 


GERMAN CLAIMS HE CAN MAKE 


AIRSHIP INVISIBLE. 


Proposed Terror Is to Be as Large aa 


the Steamer Olympic and Able to 


Defy the Telescope at the 


Distance of e Mile. 


The Invisible airship has already 


been patented by its inventor Baron 
Roenne. Baron Roennc is well known 
in Euglaoad as an airship and naval 
engineer, so more respect must be 
paid to his Ideas than to those who 
try inventing without any technical 
knowledge. 


Baron Roenne has submitted 
his 


idea to the officials at the Greenwich 
Royal Observatory, and they declare 
that it is based on scientific princi. 
pies, and most certainly practicable. 
They way this remarkable .airship is 
made invisible is as follows: 


Take.a white wall and paste a white 


sheet of. paper, on It. At a distance of 
a few feet you way be able to detect 
where the paper leaves off and the 
•wall begins. At a hundred yards the 
wall looks all wall. You would never 
suspect the paper of being there 11 
you did'not known already. 
That Is 


Baron Roenne's Idea, 


The outside covering of his airship 


is made of metal, the composition of 
which Is a secret. It Is almost as 
strong as steel, yet It only weighs one- 
fourth as much. 
No hydrogen "can 


leak from a vessel made of It, so the 
danger of an airship exploding from 
that cause disappears. 


It la due to the discovery of chro' 


mium, in fact, that the Invisible air- 
ship Is possible. The most important 
thing about the metal, as far as Baron 
Roenne Is concerned, Is that It pos- 
sesses a yery highly polished surface. 


This Is covered over with a thin 


coating of transparent varnish. The 
whole surface of the dirigible, In fact, 
acts as a mirror, anil reflects the same 
color as its surroundings. If the sky 
Is dull, BO is the airship. If the sky 
IB blue, eo is the airship. 


The aides of the keel of this new 


airship are also reflecting 
mirrors, 


and by an ingenious arrangement of 
them the darker shade reflected from 
tho earth is made lighter. The keel 
will taper to.a point, and thus there 
will be no shadow on the bottom of 
the airship. 
In fact, it will be like 


the chameleon, and always like tho 
color of Its surroundings, 
In other 


words, it will be Invisible. 


Baron Roenne's new terror of the 


skies will be as large as the Olympic. 
The Olympic, if It could float in the 
sklee, would easily be detected at n 
height of four or flvo miles, 
yel 


Roenne's dirigible will be absolutely 
invisible, even to telescopes, at a dls 
tacce of less than a mile! 


It is designed to carry 400 passen- 


gers, or their equivalent In cargo, and 
it will be fitted with IB motors, devel 
oping nearly 2,000 horse power. Pal 
ents have already been taken out In 
England. 


What this "new sky scraper" will 


mean in time of 'war can hardly be 
realized. It could carry enough am 
munition to utterly wreck any city, 
or blow the world's biggest navy tc 
pieces.—Pearson's Weekly.
